OF AUGUST 6. MR. ZHANG AGREED TO PASS THE FOLLOVOTG 
POINTS TO ASSISTANT MINISTER QIN HUASUN: 

(A) THE EMBASSY HAD IMMEDIATELY PASSED THE 
SUBSTANCE OF ASSISTANT MINISTER QIN'S DEMARCHE THAT 
MORNING TO WASHINGTON (SEE REF A) . 

(B) THE USG IN TURN, HAS AGAIN INSTRUCTED THE U.S. 
EMBASSY IN ABU DHABI TC URGE "fKE vjA£ a*0 PERMIT THE 
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CHINESE SHIP — YIN HE""-- TO DOCK, 

(CI THE USG HAS ALSO CONTACTED U.S. EMBASSIES IN
